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DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


COLLEGE  DEPARTMENT. 

Oar  college  instruction  is  carried  on  conjointly  with  that  of  Atlanta 
Baptist  College. 

ENGLISH. 

The  instruction  given  by  the  Department  of  English  has  three  distinct 
objects:  (1)  proficiency  in  English  Composition;  (2)  skill  in  public 
address;  (3)  the  development  of  a  keen  appreciation  of  the  art  and 
thought  elements  of  literature. 

Course  1.  Principles  of  style  and  invention  taken  up  as  a  foundation 
for  further  study  in  both  composition  and  literature.  Principles  illus¬ 
trated  by  masterpieces  and  applied  in  composition. 

Course  2.  Theme  Writing.  Daily  themes  to  give  facility  and 
naturalness  in  writing.  Fortnightly  themes  based  upon  topics  of  the 
day.  Practice  in  reporting  and  writing  editorials.  Themes  criticised  in 
class,  or  in  conference  with  the  instructor. 

Course  3.  Argumentation.  Debates,  oral  and  written.  Orations 
and  extemporaneous  speaking. 

Course  4.  Nineteenth  Century  Poets.  Special  attention  given  to 
Wordsworth,  Coleridge,  Shelley,  Keats  ;  but  Tennyson  and  Browning 
chosen  as  central  figures,  and  their  views  of  life  contrasted. 

Course  5.  English  Essayists.  Assigned  readings  outside  of  class 
from  Ruskin,  Lamb,  Landor,  Macaulay.  Critical  study  in  class  of  Emer¬ 
son’s  “Self-Reliance”  and  selections  from  Carlyle’s  “Sartor  Resartus.” 

Course  6.  The  English  Drama.  A  brief  survey  of  the  rise  of  the 
English  drama.  Shakespeare,  the  central  figure.  Other  dramatists  not¬ 
ed  merely  as  background.  Merchant  of  Venice  studied  critically  in  class, 
mlet,  Julius  Caesar,  Macbeth,  King  Lear,  required  reading  outside  of 

CiaSS. 

Course  7.  English  Fiction.  The  development  of  English  fiction 
chiefly  traced  ti  om  the  sixteenth  century.  Special  study  of  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century  novel.  Scott’s  “Ivanhoe,”  Dickens’  “Tale  of  Two  Cities,” 
and  Eliot’s  “Silas  M  mer”  prescribed  for  reading.  One  of  these  chosen 
for  critical  study  in  class.  A  brief  survey  of  present  day  fiction  with  a 
discussion  of  iti  tendencies. 
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MATHEMATICS. 

Course  1.  Plane  Trigonometry.  (4  periods  per  week  through  one  half 
year.)  Text-book,  Wentworth’s  Plane  Trigonometry. 

Course  2.  Solid  Geometry.  (4  periods  per  week  through  one  half 
year.)  Text-book,  Phillips  and  Fisher. 

Course  3.  College  Algebra.  (4  periods  per  week  through  one  half 
3Tear.)  Text-books,  Wells’  and  Wentworth’s  College  Algebra. 

GEOLOGY. 

Physiography,  Mineralogy,  structural,  dynamical,  and  historical 
Geology.  Lectures,  prescribed  reading,  laboratory  work  with  note¬ 
books  and  excursions. 

Two  periods  for  recitation  and  four  periods  for  laboratory  work  and 
excursions  will  be  required  each  week  through  the  year.  Text-books, 
Scott’s  Geology,  Dana’s  “Minerals  and  How  to  Study  Them.” 

PHYSICS. 

Physical  Measurement  in  Mechanics,  Heat,  Sound,  Light,  Magnetism, 
and  Electricity.  Lecture  room  demonstrations,  outside  readings,  prob¬ 
lems,  and  laboratory  work.  A  careful  note-book  record  of  at  least  forty 
experiments  will  be  kept  by  each  student.  Especial  attention  will  be 
paid  to  the  subject  of  magnetism  and  electricity. 

Two  recitation  periods  and  two  double  laboratory  periods  will  be 
required  each  week  through  the  year.  Text-books,  Hall  and  Bergen’s 
Physics,  Sabine’s  Physical  Measurement. 

CHEMISTRY. 

Course  1.  The  Elements  of  Chemistry.  Lecture  room  experiments 
and  laboratory  work.  Each  student  performs  a  list  of  sixty-five  exper¬ 
iments  arranged  so  as  to  give  an  insight  into  the  fundamental  laws  of 
chemistry,  as  well  as  to  give  knowledge  of  the  common  elements  and  their 
compounds  and  their  importance  in  the  arts  of  life.  The  work  and 
results  of  each  experiment  are  recorded  by  each  student  in  a  note-book 
kept  for  the  purpose.  / 

Two  periods  of  recitation  and  four  periods  laboratory  work  each  wefek 
throughout  the  year.  Text-book,  Remsen’s  “Introduction  to  Chemistry.” 

Course  2.  Descriptive  Chemistry  with  Elementary  Qualitative  Anal 
ysis.  The  application  of  Chemistry  to  arts  and  manufactures ;  iron  s^nelt 
ing  and  the  production  of  steel;  pottery  and  glass  making;  sulpln 
acid;  illuminating  gas,  etc. ;  the  chemistry  of  foods  and  methods  of  tc  u- 
ing  food  constituents.  Water  analysis.  { 

Six  periods  per  week  through  the  year.  Text-book,  'ppm  ^qual¬ 
itative  Analysis. 

GERMAN. 

In  the  study  of  German  we  have  three  objects  in  view  :  First,  training 
in  English.  Students  are  required  to  translate  b  •"  smooth,  clear. 
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idiomatic  English.  Second,  an  introduction  to  German  Literature.  One 
or  two  masterpieces  are  read,  from  the  works  of  Goethe  and  Schiller. 
Third,  sufficient  knowledge  and  practice  in  the  use  of  conversational 
German  to  enable  the  students  to  converse  upon  ordinary  topics.  This 
is  gained  by  constant  drill  in  free  composition,  both  written  and  oral,  and 
by  the  study  of  the  modern  idiomatic  German  of  the  comedies  of  Bene- 
dix,  Helbig,  Moser,  and  Heiden. 

Course  1.  Anderson:  Bilderbuch  ohneBilder;  Schiller:  Die  Jungfrau 
von  Orleans;  or  Goethe:  Iphigenie.  Collar’s  Shorter  Eysenbach. 

Course  2.  Benedix:  Plautus  und  Terenz,  Die  Sonntagsjieger,  and  Die 
Hochzeitsreise.  Yon  Moser  and  Heiden:  Koepnickerstrasse  120.  Yon 
Moser :  Dor  Bibliothekar.  Whitney’s  Complete  German  Grammar. 

LOGIC. 

Outlines  of  normal  Logic.  Special  attention  to  terms  and  their  mean¬ 
ing,  and  the  logical  import  of  propositions,  with  a  view  to  inculcating  ac¬ 
curacy  of  statement.  Analysis  of  arguments  and  detection  of  fallacies. 

PSYCHOLOGY. 

Course  1.  Introductory  Course.  The  nervous  system.  Sensation 
and  the  organs  of  sense. 

Course  2.  The  facts  of  consciousness  studied  from  the  natural  science 
point  of  view.  Perception,  Memory,  Imagination,  Emotion,  the  Will. 
Relation  of  Psychology  to  Philosophy  and  Ethics. 

ETHICS. 

The  subject  of  ethics  is  treated  historically.  The  various  types  of  Eth¬ 
ical  Theory  traced  in  their  development  from  ancient  times.  The  at¬ 
tempt  is  made  to  discover  the  elements  of  truth  in  all  theories.  The 
superiority  of  the  Ethics  of  Christianitv.

CHRISTIAN  EVIDENCES. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  students  with  the  various 
lines  of  proof  of  the  divine  origin  of  the  Christian  Religion  as  set  forth  in 
Lorimer’s  Arguments  for  Christianity. 

BIBLE. 

The  studies  prescribed  by  the  American  Institute  of  Sacred  Literature 
have  been  adopted  as  the  basis  of  instruction. 

Course  1.  The  founding  of  the  Christian  Church.  A  study  of 
the  Acts  and  Epistles  with  a  view  to  clearly  apprehending  the  founding, 

xture,  and  purpose  of  the  Christian  Church. 

Cot'-'  2.  The  Foreshadowings  of  the  Christ.  A  study  of  the 
^  jent  with  special  reference  to  the  promises,  prophecies,  ideals, 

and  e:  ectatio.  which  found  their  fulfilment  in  the  person  and  work  of 
ZtVN  .rist. 

Course  3.  rr‘  ”ork  of  the  Old  Testament  Sages.  A  study  of  the 
Wisdom.  Book.,  of  the  Bible.  The  Book  of  Job  and  the  Major  Prophets. 
Their  teachings  as  to  God,  man,  life,  and  duty. 
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HISTORY. 

Course  1.  Critical  period  of  American  History  ;  the  Continental 
Congress  ;  the  Articles  of  Confederation;  the  Constitutional  Convention. 
The  Making  of  the  Constitution. 

Course  2.  History  of  Modern  Europe.  The  Rise  of  Europe.  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  various  European  States.  The  Rise  of  the  University. 

Course  3.  English  History.  Important  Epochs  showing  the  origin 
•and  growth  of  the  English  Constitution,  the  growth  of  Parliament,  and 
the  waning  power  of  the  throne.  England  at  the  time  of  the  American 
Revolution. 

SOCIOLOGY. 

A  Course  in  Sociology  presenting  the  general  outline  of  the  subject. 
Special  study  of  the  social  condition  of  the  Negro  race  in  city  and  country. 

ECONOMICS. 

A  Course  in  Economics.  Production,  Distribution,  and  Exchange  of 
Wealth. 

LATIN. 

In  the  department  of  Latin  the  aim  is:  (1)  to  give  the  student 
such  a  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  enable  him  to  read  it  rapidly 
and  accurately.  Much  objection  to  the  classics  comes  from  persons 
whose  painful  dependence  on  grammar  and  lexicon  leaves  little  chance 
for  enjoying  the  study.  To  minimize  this  objection,  special  emphasis  is 
put  on  word  forms,  word  groups,  and  idioms ;  and  Latin  composition  is 
taught. 

(2) .  The  various  works  are  studied  as  literature  with  the  two-fold 
purpose  of  having  the  distinguishing  features  and  merit  of  each  work 
understood,  and  of  thereby  rendering  the  student  better  able  to  dis¬ 
cover  and  value  the  real  worth  of  a  piece  of  literature  in  any  language. 

(3) .  It  is  required  that  translation  of  Latin  be  in  idiomatic  English. 
Special  attention  is  also  called  to  English  words  of  Latin  origin.  Stress 
is  placed  on  these  two  particulars  in  order  that  the  student  may  gain 
from  his  study  of  Latin  a  higher  appreciation  of  his  own  language  and  a 
greater  facility  of  expression  in  it. 

Course  1.  Virgil’s  /Eneid.  (4  Books.)  Cicero’s  De  Senectute.  Com¬ 
position. 

Course  2.  Livy.  (Books  XXI  &  XXII.)  Horace’s  Odes.  Compositior 

Course  3.  Germania.  Tacitus.  Phormio.  Terence.  Study  of  Roma 
Life. 

MISSIONARY  TRAINING  DEPARTME. 

The  Missionary  Training  Department  gives  instru^ 
prepare  those  who  have  graduated  from  our  Academic 
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be  missionary  teachers,  family  missionaries,  and  church  and  Sunday- 
school  workers,  either  here  or  in  foreign  lands. 

Each  missionary  student  who  is  admitted  to  the  training  work  on  a 
mission  field,  during  the  summer  session,  will  receive  for  her  five  months’ 
service,  one  hundred  dollars  above  expenses.  This  will  clothe  her  for 
the  entire  year,  and  pay  her  board  and  other  expenses  in  the  Seminary, 
during  the  winter  session. 

Graduates  from  other  institutions,  and  any  others  of  properattainments, 
who  have  an  earnest  purpose  to  serve  the  Lord  as  missionaries,  are  invited 
to  enter  upon  the  studies  of  this  department. 

NORMAL  AND  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT. 

Teachers  ought  to  have  the  best  possible  preparation  to  enable  them 
to  meet  their  heavy  responsibilities  in  forming  character  and  developing 
intellect.  It  is  a  serious  mistake  to  hold  that  any  one  who  has  been  to 
school  can  teach.  Children  are  injured  for  life  by  being  under  unsuitable 
teachers.  Experience  has  convinced  ed  ucators  that  special  schools  should 
be  attended  by  every  one  who  wishes  to  enter  upon  teaching,  just  as 
special  schools  must  be  attended  by  all  who  wish  to  enter  upon  the 
practice  of  medicine.  Quack  doctors  do  less  harm  than  incompetent 
teachers,  for  they  can  injure  the  body  alone.  Any  conscientious  person 
will  shrink  from  teaching  without  making  due  preparation. 

We  give,  in  our  Normal  and  Training  Department,  very  superior  ad¬ 
vantages  for  fitting  for  the  profession  of  teaching. 

Normal  training,  in  the  true  sense,  springs  from  a  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  something  more  is  necessary  to  the  teacher  than  a  knowledge 
of  the  subjects  to  be  taught.  She  must  have  some  knowledge  of  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  teaching,  and  of  the  powers  and  faculties  of  the  pupils  she  is  to 
teach ;  and,  more  important  still,  she  should  serve  a  kind  of  apprenticeship 
at  the  work,  and  actually  teach,  under  the  supervision  of  experienced 
teachers,  the  very  subjects  she  will  be  required  to  teach  when  she  takes 
charge  of  a  school. 

The  Normal  and  Training  Department  aims  to  supply  the  latter  require¬ 
ments.  Taking  the  student  after  she  has  finished  her  academic  course, 
and  is  supposed  to  be  familiar  with  the  subjects  there  taught,  it  gives  her 
thorough  instruction  in  the  principles  of  teaching,  and  at  the  same  time 
gives  her  thorough  practice  under  the  criticism  of  the  normal  teachers. 

The  course  may  be  completed  in  one  or  more  years,  according  to  pre- 
•ious  preparation.  It  embraces  the  following  subjects: — 

A  thorough  review  of  elementary  branches:  reading,  spelling, 
•  ar'  retie,  etc.  When  the  normal  teachers  are  satisfied  that 
iently  prepared,  this  may  be  dispensed  with. 

.on  in  psychology  in  its  relation  to  the  art  of  teaching, 
nstruction  in  the  history  and  philosophy  of  education. 
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4.  Instruction  in  the  most  approved  methods  of  teaching,  embracing 
reading,  spelling,  grammar,  language,  geography,  arithmetic,  mental  and 
written,  general  object  lessons,  penmanship,  music,  drawing,  physical 
culture  and  the  Bible. 

5.  Daily  practice  teaching  under  the  criticism  of  the  normal  teachers. 
The  practice  work  includes  all  the  subjects  mentioned  in  paragraph  4. 

For  the  purpose  of  affording  the  necessary  practice,  there  is  connected 
with  the  Seminary  in  a  building  constructed  for  the  purpose,  a  special 
graded  Practice  School,  in  which  are  taught  all  the  subjects  in  which 
professional  instruction  is  given. 

Before  receiving  the  certificate  of  the  Normal  and  Training  Depart¬ 
ment,  each  pupil-teacher  will  be  required  to  teach  at  least  ten  subjects, 
each  subject  for  a  period  of  eight  weeks. 

The  Normal  and  Training  Department  is  related  alike  to  Spelman  and 
Atlanta  Baptist  Seminaries ;  the  students  of  both  schools  are  taught  in 
the  same  classes.  Each  Seminary,  however,  has  its  own  separate  Prac¬ 
tice  School. 

COLLEGE  PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

We  offer  to  those  students  who  desire  to  take  a  college  course  a  Col¬ 
lege  Preparatory  Course,  which  provides  for  three  years’  study  of  Latin, 
one  of  German,  French,  or  Greek,  and  advanced  algebra  and  geometry. 
After  the  first  academic  year,  choice  is  offered  of  this  course.  Graduates 
from  other  schools  will  be  admitted  to  our  college  course  on  passing  sat¬ 
isfactory  examination.  Our  college  preparatory  department  fits  for  our 
college  work. 

ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 

In  our  Academic  Department  we  teach  all  those  branches  usually  in¬ 
cluded  in  an  English  high  school  course.  We  call  attention  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  special  features. 

ENGLISH. 

The  language  we  habitually  use  is  a  sure  index  of  our  culture  or  igno¬ 
rance.  Accordingly  we  give  great  prominence  to  the  study  of  the  English 
language.  Beginning  in  the  English  preparatory  department  with  the 
reproduction  of  reading  lessons  and  of  stories,  with  letter-writing, 
and  with  simple  descriptions,  both  oral  and  written,  and  adding  in  the 
higher  classes  the  study  of  grammar,  we  devote  four  years  in  our  academ¬ 
ic  course  to  composition,  rhetoric  and  literature.  We  believe  that  the 
ability  to  write  English  with  ease  and  correctness,  which  is  of  pri¬ 
mary  importance  whatever  our  calling  in  life,  can  be  obtained  only 
by  constant  practice  with  constant  criticism  ;  in  short,  that  a  gi.  should 
be  taught  to  write  much  as  she  is  taught  to  play  the  piano — no*  >y  com¬ 
mitting  rules,  but  by  constant  practice  under  a  compeGu  critic.  Again, 
many  who  can  write  well  cannot  express  themselves  with  ease  orally. 
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Extemporaneous  speaking,  which  gives  the  confidence  and  fluency  need¬ 
ed  to  express  one’s  thoughts  well,  is  a  part  of  the  rhetoric  work. 

Our  object  in  literature  is  not  to  make  biographical  dictionaries  of  our 
students,  but  to  inspire  them  with  a  real  love  for  the  best  literature. 
Hence,  we  devote  much  of  our  time  to  the  study  of  master-pieces.  Thus 
the  student  enlarges  her  vocabulary  and  acquires,  almost  unconsciously, 
a  better  style  of  writing.  But  our  great  aim  is  to  inspire  the  student 
with  a  lifelong  love  for  the  true  and  the  beautiful  in  the  realm  of  thought 
by  bringing  her  into  contact  with  the  greatest  thoughts  of  the  greatest 
minds,  so  that  her  mind  may  be  broadened  and  her  character  ennobled. 

Journalism  is  a  field  now  open  to  young  women.  By  practical  work 
in  reporting  sermons,  addresses  and  entertainments,  we  tit  our  students 
to  become  correspondents  of  the  press. 

NATURAL  SCIENCES. 

The  powers  of  observation  are  cultivated  in  our  lower  classes  by  gen¬ 
eral  lessons  upon  plants  and  animals  and  natural  phenomena.  In  our 
academic  department  we  study  physiology,  botany,  physics  and 
chemistry,  using  such  methods  as  will  give  us  through  life  an  intelli¬ 
gent  interest  in  the  works  of  God.  We  own  a  telescope,  a  microscope, 
an  air-pump,  an  electrical  machine,  a  human  skeleton,  and  many  other 
aids  to  the  study  of  science. 

MATHEMATICS. 

Our  academic  course  includes  a  review  of  arithmetic,  elementary  book¬ 
keeping,  the  elements  of  algebra  and  plane  geometry. 

ART. 

Drawing,  form  study  and  color  study,  with  the  production  of  simple 
designs,  are  taught  as  an  introduction  to  the  study  of  art. 

LATIN. 

The  study  of  Latin  gives  an  understanding  of  the  roots  of  so  many 
English  words  and  so  enlarges  one’s  vocabulary,  that  a  short  course  is 
of  inestimable  value  where  time  cannot  be  afforded  for  a  thorough  study. 
We  have  introduced  Latin  as  an  elective  study  in  the  second  year  of  our 
academic  course.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  continued  by  those  who 
choose  the  college  preparatory  course. 

ENGLISH  PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  common  English  branches  are  thoroughly  taught  after  the  most 
2  oproved  methods  in  our  English  Preparatory  Department.  This  de¬ 
partment  furnishes  the  Practice  School  for  our  normal  students.  The 
work  is  .j  a"ranged  that  promotions  are  made  twice  a  year.  We  call 
special  ctejntion  'o  this  feature  because  new  work  is  begun  in  February 
as  well  as  in  Or  her.  If  it  is  impossible  to  enter  school  in  October,  there 
is  exactly  the  s  me  chance  of  progress  offered  after  Christmas. 
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NURSE  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT. 

We  offer  two  courses,  non-professional  and  professional.  The  former 
is  for  those  who  wish  merely  such  instruction  as  will  enable  them  to  care 
intelligently  for  the  sick  in  their  own  homes.  The  latter  requires 
four  years’  study.  During  the  first  year  the  theory  of  nursing  is 
studied  in  connection  with  the  usual  English  studies;  during  the  last 
three  years  the  entire  time  must  be  given  to  practical  work.  All  the  sick 
of  the  school  are  cared  for  in  the  Everts’  Ward  by  senior  nurses,  and 
they  do  district  nursing  among  the  poor,  and  private  nursing  in  the  fami¬ 
lies  of  the  rich.  Certificates  are  given  on  the  completion  of  the  course. 
Every  graduate  must  possess  a  good  moral  character,  must  pass  satisfac¬ 
torily  the  required  examinations,  and  must  have  acquired  skill  in  prac¬ 
tical  work.  It  would  be  possible  for  a  person  of  good  education  and  ma¬ 
ture  judgment  to  complete  the  course  in  two  years  by  giving  to  it  her 
entire  time.  Atlanta  physicians  constantly  employ  and  recommend  our 
graduates,  who  receive  very  high  wages.  Students  under  eighteen  years 
of  age  cannot  enter  this  course.  The  superintendents  of  the  Nurses’ 
Training  School  are  graduates  of  the  Illinois  Training  School  for  Nurses 
attached  to  the  Cook  County  and  Presbyterian  Hospitals  of  Chicago. 

The  course  of  study  embraces  all  the  subjects  that  concern  caring  for 
the  sick  after  the  most  approved  methods,  such  as  the  hand-book  of 
nursing,  physiology  and  materia  medica  ;  taking  the  pulse,  temperature 
and  respiration  ;  fever  nursing;  nursing  of  contagious  diseases ;  observa¬ 
tions  on  the  effect  of  medicine  and  diet;  prevention  and  treatment  of 
hemorrhages;  bandaging  and  surgical  dressings;  dressing  of  bruises, 
burns,  sores  and  wounds ;  and  keeping  record  charts.  Several  promi¬ 
nent  Atlanta  physicians  have  given  lectures  to  the  nurses,  and  have 
shown  us  other  kindnesses.  We  have  secured  the  services  of  Dr.  W.  A. 
Crowe,  Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Clinical  Gynaecology  in  the  Southern 
Medical  College,  to  take  charge  of  the  surgical  department,  which  will 
enable  us  to  give  special  advantages  in  both  obstetrical  and  surgical  nurs¬ 
ing.  We  have  two  rooms  in  our  Ward  for  private  patients,  and  many 
critical  operations  have  been  successfully  performed  there. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Industrial  Department  is  made  a  prominent  feature  in  this  insti¬ 
tution.  The  time  of  eleven  teachers  is  mainly  devoted  to  this  depart¬ 
ment.  The  results  accomplished  through  the  aid  of  the  Slater  Fund 
prove  beyond  a  doubt  the  desirableness  and  practicability  of  industria 
training  in  connection  with  our  course  of  study.  Our  great  aim 
make  education  practical.  Hence  all  the  boarders  are  required  to  learn 
the  art  of  house-keeping  in  all  its  branches.  Regular  courses  of  inoiruc- 
tion  are  pursued,  and  certificates  are  awarded  on  completion  of  the 
courses  in  domestic  arts,  printing,  and  dress-making. 
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Printing  is  an  elective  study.  Sewing,  dress-making,  and  printing 
may  be  taken  by  day-scholars  as  well  as  boarders. 

DOMESTIC  ARTS. 

Each  student  receiving  a  certificate  in  this  course  has  attended  the 
school  at  least  two  years,  is  of  good  moral  character,  and  has  served 
creditably  in  the  following  branches  taught  in  the  industrial  department : 
chamber-work,  table-work,  dish-washing,  cooking,  washing,  ironing,  and 
plain  sewing. 

HOUSE-KEEPING. 

The  daily  routine  of  life  in  the  institution  gives  practical  instruction 
in  house-keeping.  Boarders  take  care  of  their  own  rooms,  and  of  the 
school-rooms,  halls  and  dining-  rooms.  Every  pupil  is  expected  to  give 
at  least  one  hour  daily  to  house-work.  Each  one  has  her  duty  to  per¬ 
form  daily,  and  the  assignments  are  changed  once  a  month.  By  this 
means  table-work, dish-washing, bed-making, sweepingand  dusting,  and 
all  the  other  arts  that  make  home  neat  and  pleasant,  are  taught  to  all. 

COOKING. 

The  daily  cooking  for  our  family  of  boarders  is  done  under  the 
eye  of  the  matrons  by  students.  In  addition  to  this,  there  is  a  class  in 
cooking,  consisting  of  the  candidates  for  certificates  in  domestic  arts,  who 
study  cooking  as  a  science,  with  a  regular  course  of  instruction  which 
includes  both  plain  and  fine  cooking.  Bread-making  is  considered  of 
great  importance. 

WASHING  AND  IRONING. 

A  large,  airy,  fire-proof,  brick  laundry  gives  ample  provision  for  fine 
laundry  work.  Each  boarder  is  expected  to  do  her  own  washing  and 
ironing  under  the  supervision  of  a  competent  teacher. 

SEWING  AND  DRESS-MAKING. 

Every  pupil  is  required  to  learn  the  art  of  plain  sewing.  Mend¬ 
ing,  the  cutting  and  making  of  undergarments,  and  button-hole  making 
are  taught.  Fancy  needle-work  is  taken  up  after  skill  in  plain  sewing 
is  acquired.  Those  desiring  to  learn  the  dress-makers’  trade  thoroughly 
have  an  opportunity  to  do  so ;  the  most  approved  methods  of  fitting  are 
used.  Day-scholars  wishing  to  make  a  specialty  of  dress-making  can 
enter  for  that  branch  alone. 

PRINTING. 

One  of  the  pleasantest  trades  open  to  women  is  that  of  compositor  in 
c  printing-office.  We  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  our  facilities  for 
t  ’^g  this  trade.  Our  printing-office  issues  monthly  an  eight-page 
school  paper,  the  Spelman  Messenger  ;  it  also  prints  our  annual  catalogue, 
besides  the  letter  and  bill  heads,  envelopes,  programs,  cards,  and  labels 
required  for  school  use.  This  variety  of  work  ensures  instruction  in  a 
variety  of  type-setting. 
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MUSICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

VOCAL  MUSIC. 

Our  course  in  vocal  music  includes  lessons  in  breathing,  tone  production, 
scales,  sight  reading,  expression  and  chorus  singing. 

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC. 

An  extra  charge  to  cover  expenses  is  made  to  those  taking  in¬ 
strumental  music.  Instruction  is  given  on  both  piano  and  organ,  with 
special  attention  to  the  definition  of  musical  terms  and  a  thorough  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  rudiments  of  music.  The  method  of  instruction  is  modern 
and  progressive,  employing  New  England  Conservatory  plans  of  teaching. 
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RISE  AND  PROGRESS. 

Spelman  Seminary  began  its  existence  April  11, 1881,  in  the  basement 
of  Friendship  Church,  Atlanta,  with  eleven  pupils,  under  Miss  Packard 
and  Miss  Giles.  There  the  work  of  instruction  was  carried  on  for  near¬ 
ly  two  years,  until  the  low,  dark  room  was  so  crowded  that  more  space 
was  absolutely  necessary.  The  present  property  was  then  bought  and 
the  school  was  moved,  and  a  boarding  department  was  opened.  There 
has  been  a  steady  growth  in  the  number  of  scholars,  a  steady  advance 
in  the  number  of  departments  in  which  instruction  is  given,  and  a 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  buildings  erected,  and  in  other  facilities 
for  a  broad  and  thorough  education. 

AIM. 

The  Seminary  has  always  been  distinctively  Christian ;  it  welcomes 
those  of  every  faith  to  its  advantages.  The  aim  is  to  build  character. 
To  this  end  we  train  the  intellect,  store  the  mind  with  useful  knowledge, 
induce  habits  of  industry  and  a  desire  for  general  information,  inspire  a 
love  for  the  true  and  the  beautiful,  and  prepare  the  pupils  for  the  prac¬ 
tical  duties  of  life.  Christianity  and  morality  are  the  foundation  of  all 
our  teaching,  for,  if  these  are  neglected,  all  else  is  vain.  Our  motto  is, 
“  Our  whole  school  for  Christ.” 

LOCATION. 

•  ^ 

Atlanta  was  chosen  as  the  location  of  the  Seminary,  because  its 
healthful  climate,  railroad  connections,  and  spirit  of  enterprise  have 
made  it  largely  the  political,  commercial,  and  educational  cents,  of  the 
state.  The  Seminary  is  situated  on  one  of  the  most  elevated,  quiet, 
and  lovely  spots  within  the  limits  of  the  city.  In  point  •  .  healthfulness, 
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the  location  is  unsurpassed.  Grounds  are  extensive  for  recreation,  and 
there  are  delightful  walks  in  every  direction.  Access  is  easy  by  two 
street-car  lines, — Broad  street  and  Whitehall  street;  the  former  leaves 
Marietta  street,  and  passes  the  Seminary  grounds. 

BUILDINGS. 

Spelman  Seminary  has  about  twenty  acres  of  land,  upon  which  there 
are  four  large  steam-heated  brick  buildings,  four  frame  dormitories,  and 
a  frame  hospital  for  the  sick. 

Rockefeller  Hall  contains  the  commodious  chapel,  the  office,  and  reci¬ 
tation  rooms  for  the  academic  classes.  In  Packard  Hall  are  the  dining¬ 
rooms,  music  rooms  and  library.  Giles  Hall  is  constructed  with  special 
adaptation  to  the  needs  of  a  normal  school,  having  two  assembly  rooms 
and  twenty  recitation  rooms  to  accommodate  the  three  hundred  girls  who 
form  the  practice  school.  In  all  these  buildings  there  are  dormitories  for 
students  and  teachers. 

We  divide  our  boarding  students  into  six  families,  each  under  the  per¬ 
sonal  supervision  of  one  teacher,  and  occupying  one  hall.  This  cottage 
system  is  the  one  most  highly  approved  by  educators,  as  best  promotive 
of  the  welfare  of  young  women. 

ADMISSION. 

Applicants  for  admission  are  expected  to  bring  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character,  and  recommendations  or  certificates  from  the  teacher 
of  the  school  last  attended.  They  will  be  examined  and  placed  in  the 
classes  they  are  prepared  to  enter.  The  first  examination  is  held  on  the 
first  day  of  school;  another  the  last  week  in  January. 

EXPENSES. 

Board  is  eight  dollars  per  month  in  advance.  Bills  are  due  on  the 
first  day  of  each  month;  an  additional  fifty  cents  will  be  charged  on  the 
twentieth  of  each  month,  if  the  board  is  then  unpaid;  if  at  the  end  of 
the  month  it  is  still  unpaid,  the  pupil  is  liable  to  be  suspended  from  re¬ 
citations.  No  reduction  can  be  made  for  absence  for  less  than  a  week. 
If  one  advance  payment  is  made  for  the  entire  year,  a  discount  of  six 
per  cent,  will  be  allowed.  The  rule  that  all  bills  are  payable  strictly  in 
advance  cannot  be  altered  unless  full  security  is  given.  This  regulation 
is  required  by  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  hence  the  President  must  treat  all 
alike. 

Instrumental  music  lessons  cost  two  dollars  a  month  extra  for  the  or¬ 
gan,  two  dollars  and  a  half  for  the  piano,  payable  in  advance.  Those 
who  learn  dress-making  must  buy  a  chart,  at  a  cost  of  four  dollars. 
Books  are  sold  to  students  at  reduced  rates.  Students  must  bring  extra 
money  £0.  pay  ffir  their  books.  There  are  no  other  extra  expenses. 

All  money  in  payment  of  bills  should  be  sent  by  money  order,  draft, 
registered  lette.  or  express,  directly  to  Miss  Harriet  E.  Giles,  treasurer, 
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and  not  to  the  student.  No  other  way  is  safe.  Money  should  never  be 
put  into  a  letter,  unless  it  is  registered.  Silver  should  never  be  sent  by 
mail,  as  it  often  wears  a  hole  through  the  envelope,  and  is  lost.  Send 
postage  stamps,  if  necessary  to  make  change.  Bills  must  be  paid  prompt¬ 
ly.  The  books  and  trunk  of  any  student  leaving  school  with  bills  un¬ 
paid  may  be  retained  as  security. 

REGULATIONS. 

Each  student  is  expected  to  furnish  her  own  towels  and  napkins. 

Each  student  must  give  one  hour  a  day  to  house  work.  This  is  a  part 
of  our  plan  to  educate  girls  for  home  life.  No  girl  is  paid  for  this  work. 

Each  trunk  must  be  plainly  marked  with  the  owner’s  name. 

Each  student  does  her  own  laundry  work. 

Pupils  must  be  courteous  and  polite  to  their  school-mates  and  respect¬ 
ful  and  obedient  to  their  teachers.  No  students  are  wanted  or  retained 
who  have  not  sufficient  character  to  appreciate  their  advantages,  and 
to  listen  to  reasonable  advice  and  admonition. 

Good  order,  diligence  in  study,  neatness,  cleanliness,  industry,  and 
economy  are  required  of  all. 

Each  pupil  must  study  at  night,  but  not  later  than  nine  o’clock. 

Students  will  be  charged  for  damage  done  by  them  to  the  property  of 
the  Seminary. 

Visitors  are  always  welcome  to  the  exercises  of  the  Seminary. 

The  pupils  can  receive  their  friends  on  Saturdays  and  during  recreation 
hours,  but  not  during  regular  exercises,  nor  on  the  Sabbath.  No  student 
should  spend  a  single  Sabbath  away  from  the  Seminary  during  term  time. 

Pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  receive  boxes  of  provisions. 

All  students  are  expected  to  return  to  their  homes  at  the  close  of  school, 
and  not  to  remain  in  Atlanta  to  make  visits. 

DRESS. 

Clothing  must  be  sensible,  neat,  and  simple.  Expensive  dress  and 
jewelry  are  out  of  place  and  in  bad  taste  for  school-girls.  Dark  skirts, 
thick  shoes,  rubbers,  a  waterproof,  and  an  umbrella  are  needed.  Each 
article  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner’s  name,  and  a  list  of 
articles  should  be  brought. 

HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  family  is  considered  of  primary  importance.  Regi  • 
larity  of  living,  exercise  in  the  open  air,  and  labor  with  the  hands  for  a 
short  time  every  day,  which  are  required  of  each  boarder,  are  conducive 
to  physical  health  and  mental  energy.  Every  case  of  illness  receives 
prompt  attention.  Systematic  physical  exercises  under  the  teachers  of 
physical  culture  break  the  monotony  of  the  exercises  of  the  school  ses¬ 
sions,  and  furnish  a  healthful  recreation. 
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RELIGIOUS  CULTURE. 

Christian  Doctrines,  Evidences  of  Christianity,  Bible  History,  and 
Moral  Science  are  included  in  our  Academic  Course.  A  systematic 
course  of  Bible  study  is  taken  up  by  all  the  classes.  Daily  expositions 
of  the  Bible  are  given  to  the  entire  school  at  morning  devotions.  A 
regular  Sunday-school  is  held  every  Sunday,  followed  by  a  preach¬ 
ing  service  or  a  Bible  reading.  Semi-monthly  a  stirring  social  purity 
meeting  is  held,  and  rousing  missionary  and  temperance  meetings  are 
held  monthly.  There  are  frequent  prayer  meetings  and  inquiry  meet¬ 
ings.  Each  Friday  night  there  is  a  meeting  for  the  study  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  lesson,  which  is  open  to  any  who  wish  to  learn  more  of  God’s 
word.  It  is  fully  attended,  and  great  interest  is  always  manifested. 

The  Young  Women’s  Christian  Association  lias  accomplished  much. 
A  Congo  Mission  Circle  and  a  King’s  Messengers’  Band  are  in  a  flour¬ 
ishing  condition  and  quite  a  number  are  preparing  for  the  work  in 
Africa.  The  Young  Women’s  Christian  Temperance  Union  is  exerting  a 
healthful  influence.  There  are  seven  Young  People’s  Societies  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Endeavor,  with  a  general  superintendent,  and  the  effect  upon  the 
religious  life  of  the  scholars  has  been  marked  and  helpful. 

LIBRARY. 

We  have  a  very  fine  Reading  Room  in  Rockefeller  Hall,  given  by  Mr. 
J.  J.  Jones  of  New  York.  A  large  room  in  Packard  Hall  has  been 
furnished  for  our  Library  by  the  Educational  Society ;  it  is  called  the 
Quarles  Library  in  honor  of  Rev.  Frank  Quarles.  Many  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  papers  have  been  gratuitously  supplied, — National  Temperance  Advo¬ 
cate,  Youths’  Temperance  Farmer,  Onward,  Georgia  Baptist,  Missionary 
Magazine,  Herald  of  The  Coming  One,  Journal  and  Messenger,  The  Amer¬ 
ican  Baptist,  etc. 

MUSEUM. 

Our  museum  is  growing  rapidly.  The  cases  are  distributed  through 
the  different  buildings,  where  they  can  advantageously  be  used  for  illus¬ 
tration  in  class  work. 

ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Lectures,  stereopticon  exhibitions,  concerts,  and  other  pleasing  and 
.ostructive  entertainments  are  frequently  given. 

RECORDS. 

A  permanent  record  is  kept  of  the  scholarship,  deportment,  and  man¬ 
ual  labor  of  each  student.  The  standing  of  any  pupil,  at  any  time,  can 
be  determined  by  these  records,  for  the  benefit  of  parents  and  patrons. 
Promotions  will  be  made  to  those  alone  who  have  proved  themselves 
worthy.  Wriv  ■»  tests  of  scholarship  are  given  frequently. 
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DIPLOMAS  AND  CERTIFICATES. 

Diplomas  are  awarded  to  those  who  have  completed  the  full  courses 
and  passed  all  the  required  examinations,  provided  their  deportment  and 
moral  character,  in  connection  with  their  scholarship,  shall  justify  the 
honor.  Others,  on  leaving,  may  receive  statements  showing  what  they 
have  actually  accomplished. 

Certificates  are  given  to  those  who  complete  the  courses  in  the  indus¬ 
trial,  nurse-training,  dress-making,  and  printing  departments. 

GRADUATES. 

We  keep  a  record  of  the  life-work  of  each  graduate,  and  request  that 
each  one  will  keep  11s  informed  of  any  change  in  her  address  or  work. 
One  hundred  forty-seven  have  already  received  our  diplomas.  A  large 
majority  of  these  have  been  engaged  in  teaching. 

Several  have  fine  positions  as  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  Atlanta 
and  other  cities  ;  others  are  teaching  in  private  institutions;  and  three 
have  given  themselves  to  foreign  mission  work  in  Africa. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENT. 

The  Woman’s  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  supports 
fifteen  of  the  teachers,  besides  aiding  11s  in  many  other  ways. 

The  help  received  from  the  Slater  Fund  has  been  of  untold  advantage 
to  the  Seminary.  Without  it  the  industrial  department  could  not  have 
been  effectively  carried  on,  and  by  it  our  normal  work  is  now  supported. 

We  heartily  thank  all  individuals,  churches,  Sunday-schools,  and  so¬ 
cieties  who  have  so  generously  aided  us. 

Above  all,  we  thank  God  for  the  abundant  spiritual  blessings  of  the 
past  nineteen  years.  About  one  thousand  of  our  pupils  have  here  been 
brought  to  Christ,  of  whom  fourteen  have  been  converted  this  year.

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MISS  SOPHIA  B.  PACKARD. 


“  Dead  she  is  not,  but  departed.  ” 


Miss  Sophia  B.  Packard  was  born  in  New  Salem,  Mass.,  in  1824,  and  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  schools  of  that  town  and  of  Shelburne  Falls,  and  Charlestown 
Female  Seminary.  She  graduated  from  the  latter  celebrated  school  in 
1850:  Meanwhile  she  had  already  begun  her  life  work,  having  entered  up¬ 
on  teaching  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  Four  years  in  the  schools  of  Cape  Cod 
were  followed  by  work  at  New  Salem  Academy,  and  in  private  schools 
in  Petersham,  Dana,  Orange,  Greenfield  and  Fitchburg,  and  then  at  the 
Connecticut  Literary  Institute  at  Suffield,  Conn.  Leaving  this  she  wa& 
principal  of  the  Oread  Institute  at  Worcester  for  three  years.  Her  health 
having  suffered  from  these  continuous  years  of  teaching,  she  engaged  in 
office  work  in  Boston  in  the  Empire  Life  Insurance  Co.  This  was  followed 
by  years  of  active  Christian  work,  first  as  a  pastor’s  assistant  for  eight 
years  to  Rev.  G.  C.  Lorimer,  D.  D.,  at  the  Shawmut  Ave.  Baptist  Church 
and  Tremont  Temple,  Boston,  and  then  as  treasurer  and  corresponding 
secretary  of  the  Woman’s  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  in  the 
organization  of  which  she  was  an  active  leader.  In  1879  she  spent  a 
summer  in  European  travel  for  rest  and  recreation.  Coming  south  in  1880 
inbehalf  of  the  above  society,  her  heart  was  stirred  for  the  elevation  of  the 
colored  women  and  girls,  and  she  could  not  rest  until  she  had  entered 
upon  personal  effort  for  their  Christian  education.  Accompanied  by 
Miss  Harriet  E.  Giles,  who  was  also  a  native  of  New  Salem,  and  who  was 
associated  with  her  in  life  work  from  1855  to  the  day  of  her  death,  she 
came  to  Atlanta  in  1881.  Her  life  during  the  last  ten  years  was  identical 
with  the  history  of  Spelman  Seminary.  In  1890  she  tooka  trip  to  Pales¬ 
tine  for  the  benefit  of  her  health,  which  had  begun  to  fail,  and  it  was  so 
far  restored  that  she  was  able  to  take  up  the  school  work  again  with  re¬ 
newed  energy.  In  Feb.,  1891,  she  was  prostrated  by  severe  illness,  from 
which  she  never  fully  recovered.  Vacation  having  arrived,  she  left  At¬ 
lanta  for  a  rest  in  the  north,  with  the  hope  of  recuperating  for  still  anoth- 
ei  year,  but  was  unable  to  proceed  farther  than  Washington.  Here,  on 
the  21st  of  June,  1891,  the  end  came.  She  was  laid  to  rest  by  the  side  of 
a  beloved  brother  in  the  peaceful  cemetery  of  Athol,  Mass.  Great  is  the 
loss  to  the  women  of  Georgia,  but  her  works  live  on.  As  Miss  Packard 
often  said  in  the  confidence  of  faith,  “This  school  is  nr>f.  mine,  if  i«  the 
Lord’s;  he  will  care  for  his  own.”
